George Tolfson Attacks and Strikes 


His Mother on Head with Hatchet. 


WOUND INFLICTED AT FIRST 


THOUGHT TO BE FATAL

Crazed from the excessive use of mor- 


phine, George Tolfson, • aged • 34 years, 
armed himself with a. hatchet about 
~> 


o'clock Sunday afternoon, and made a 
murderous assault upon his mother Mrs. 
.lorgen i'rcileriekson. aged 74 years, at 
their home on Bank street, and then af- 
tcnipled self-destriir.tion by cutting bifth 
his wrists with ;i knife or nizor. Fortu- 
nntliely both attempts were unsuccess- 
ful and Tolfson was arrested by the po- 
lice and lodged in jail for safe keeping. 


Incidents which led up to the attempt- 


ed murder and suicide are sorrowful and 
pathetic. When unite a1 young woman 
t.he mother wiis married to a Mr. Tolf- 
son 
and several children' were 
born, 


among them being George-wbo^coHimit- 
tcd the fearful acts yesterday.

Yesterday afternoon he got pos- 
session of n. hatchet, entered the room 
of hia sick mother and without warn- 
ing attacked and struck her on top of 
the head with 
the keen 
edge of the 


weapon and attempted to repeat the 
blow. The mother ran behind a. chair 
and scrcumcd for lielp. People living in 
the lower port of the house hurried up 
to the rescue. 


In the meantime Tolfson had secured 


a knife and was slashing his wrists and 
making efforts to kill himself. He was 
prevented from so doing, but not.before 
cutting himself considerably. The por 
lice were notified and the patrol wagon 
went 
over and took Tolfson 
to jail 


where his wounds were cared for and he 
was made comfortable. 


Dr. Fa/.en was summoned to attend 


Mrs. Fredorickson. It' wo« feared that 
the blow from the hatched had cleft her 
skull and exposed the brain, but the doc- 
tor, after making, a careful eximiination, 
slated that the wound was not a. dan- 
gerous one, only the scalp being injured. 
Owing to the weakened condition of. the 
woman from' continued sickness and her 
age. she may not recover. 


The wounds in Tolfson's wrists are not 


dangerous. He cried most of the night 
and today and bis appearance is pitiful 
indeed. .There is nothing left of him 
but skin and bones, bis face is white as 
chalk and his every appearance indicates 
that of a mental and physical wreck. Hi* 
mind is entirely gone and he will be tak- 
en to the Northern Ju-ane asylum- as 
soon as possible. 


>rKS. FKEDERICKSON'S STORY. 
Mrs. Frederick-son . was seen at 
her 


home on Bank street this morning and 
gave her version of the assault made by 
her son. She said that h< had bceu *ick: 
for several years and she had been side 
in bed for nearly n year. Both she and 
her s'on were in poor circumstances and 
suffered much. The son had often siug- 
gcstcd to her Hint be thought it would! • 
be best if thfy were both dead. She 
agreed with him on that point, but told 
him that he must nerer think of taking 
his own life: that if it was God's will 
she would be willing to die. She talked 
with the boy. read the Bible to him and 
told him how wrong it would be to tako 
his life and the consequences lo take iiis 
own life. She never dreamed, however, 
that lie bad any intentions 
of harming 


her and for some time 
back 
believe;! 


that his mind no longer dwelt on that 
subject. Sunday afternoon, she said tbo 
boy had been downstairs talking to a 
family occupying that purl of the houae. 
He drunk eoll'ee nnd when be appeared 
before bis mother, who was in bed, 
hi) 


was smoking a pipe, an iinusim! thiujj 
for him. 


He advised her to get up and change 


her clothing, to be in presentable shape 
in case some one came in. She got up 
and sal down on a chair. The son left 
the room to chop some 
kindling and 


light ;i live. Presently he returned ar.d 
without ;: word struck her on the head 
with a. hatchet, not the sharp edge 
but 


the back of it. She jumped lo her feet, 
raise:! the chair over lior head for pro- 
tection. 
The boy raised the hatchet the 


second time, but 
failed to strike. The 


screams brought assistance and the sou 
ran to arother room, where he cut liis 
wrists and was afterwards 
taken to 


jail. 


Mrs. Frederickson is suffering from a 


stomach trouble and while the wound on 
her head is 'not bad. she is « very sick 
woman. For two weeks past she'iaid 
her son had been acting strange anil 
imagined all kinds of things.

"HINTS FOR DYSPEPTICS. 


Ho-w to AM HBtu»« In the Cnr« ot 


Tilt* Dt>trc««lDK Malady. 


Eat slowly, masticating the food very 


thoroughly, even more so if possible 
than Is required In health, says Public 
Health Journal. 
Tee more time the 


food spends in the mouth the less It 
will spend in the, stomach. 
Avoid 


drinking at menis; at most take a few- 
sips of a\irm drink at the close.of the 
meal if' the food is very dry in char- 
acter. 


In general, dyspeptic stomachs man- 


age dry food better than that contain- 
ing much fluid. Eat neither very hot - 
nor cold food. The best temperature Is 
about that of the body. Avoid expos- 
ure to cold after eating. Be careful t« 
avoid excess in eating. Eat no more 
than the wants of i:he system require. 
Sometimes less than Is really needefl 
must be taken when digestion Is very 
weak. Strength depends not on what 
Is eaten, but en what is digested. 
Never take violent exercise of any sort, 
either mental or physical, either just 
before or just-after a meal. It is not 
i;ood to sleep immediately after eating 
nor within tour hours of a meal. Never 
eat more than three times a. day, nnd 
make .the last meal very light. For 
many dyspeptics two meals are better 
than more. Never eat a morsel of any 
sort between meals. Never eat when 
very tired, whether exhausted from 
mental or physical labor. 
Never eat 


when the mind Is worried or the tem- 
per ruffled if possible to'avoid dome so. 


Eat only food that Is easy of diges- 


tion, avoiding complicated and indiges- 
tible dishes and taking but one to 
three kinds at a meal. Most persona 
will be benefited by the use of oatmeal, 
wheat meal, cracked wheat and other 
•whole grain preparations, though many 
will find it necessary to avoid vegeta- 
bles, especially when fruits are taken. 


How to Muke Cold Cream. 


Put In a double boiler six ounces of 


sweet almond oil, and, having put as 
much water In the .outer vessel as for 
any cooking, set on the range to warm. 
Have ready four good sized cucumbers 
which have been carefully wined to 
TJC perfectly clean.' Cut them, unpeeled. 
in squares two or three inches in size. 
When the oil is warm, add the cucum- 
bers and set tho boiler on the bacfc of 
the stove where the water will simmer 
for four or five hours. Strain, and to 
six ounces of" the liquid" add an ounce 
of white wax, one of spermaceti and 
two of lanolin: Heat until these Ingre- 
dients have melted, then remove from 
the fire and beat with an egg beater 
until cold, adding during the beating 
process two teaspoonfuls of tincture of 
benzoin. This is one of the best cold 
creams known and is a standard for- 
mula. 


ROTT to MnVe Whit* Frnlt Cake. 
One cup of butter beaten to a cream, 


with two cupfuls of sugar, three cup- 
fuls of flour in which two rounding 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder have 
boen sifted nod the stiffly beaten whites 
of six eggs. Bake in jelly cake tins, 
and when done put between the layers 
tho following filling: Chop fine one- 
quarter pound each of figs, seeded 
raisins, citron, preserved ginger and 
blanched almonds and stir them into 
three whites of eggs beaten stiff, a 
teacup of powdered sugar and tlie jtiieo 
of one lemon; frost with the white ot 
an ecc beaten with the juice of half a 
lemon and a cup of powdered sugar. 


How to CooJt Venl Cntlct*. 


Take a slice of veal from die thick- 


est part of the leg, with some of tho 
kidney fat; remove the bone and tonga 
membrane and pound the meat until 
the fiber is well broken; then cut In 
pieces two inches square; cover with 
seasoned cracker crumbs; dip in beaten 
cgs, theu in crumbs again; put some 
drippings of pork fat in the frying pan. 
When hot, lay In the cutlets and cook 
slowly and carefully, turning them of- 
ten to avoid burning. They should be 
a delicate brown color. Serve with 
horseradish sauce. 


How to M«Ve Culf'B Foot JellJ". 
To make this jelly cut and crack one 


foot Into small pieces and cover with 
three pints of cold water. Put on the 
back of the stove and let it remain 
thero three b'ours after it has begun to 
simmer. Skim at short intervals, and 
nt the expiration. of three hours take 
the soup from the fire aud strain. 
When it lias become bard, remove the 
sediment and fat. 
Heat again, and 


when about to boil stir in rapidly '-he 
beaten white of one egg. Let the mix- 
ture boll for one miuute, then remove 
from the fire, r.nd after it has cooled 
for ten minutes strain into small molds. 
The jelly will harden in two hours. 


How to Mate Bcefdteale Pie. 


Cut the steak into pieces an inch 


long and stew with a cracked bone lu 
just enough water to cover until the 
meat is tender. Line a deep dish with 
gowd paste. ' Put lu :t layer of beef, 
du»t with salt aud pepper, then one of 
sliced boiled potatoes, with a little but- 
ter scattered upon them, aud so oa un- 
til the dish .is full. Thicken the gravy 
In which the meat wns boiled with a. 
little Hour, turn into the disli :tnd cov- 
er witli ,'i- cnist thicker than the lower 
one and uavlug a BllC In the middle. 


How to Tr«at » Ktd IToK. 


The damsel with the crimson nose 


must beware of strong tea end strong 
coffee, all highly spieem stimulating 
dishes and greasy foodi. Drink plenty 
of mineral vrater and eat crisp green 
vegetables. Wbon you go to bed, cov- 
er your nose with a bit of absorbent 
cotton which has been diw>ed in a cold 
solution of boric acid. Dissolve one- 
half ceaspoonful of boric acid, to a cup- 
ful of hot -water, cool and apply. 


How to Mak* i*num J«Hy. 


I/Mnon jelly may be made without 


gelatin, although the common method 
requires the gelatin. 
For the other, 


the uncommon sort there is required 
one egg, one cupful of snsar, the grated 
rind nnd the juice of one lemon and 
two tablespooufuls of water. 
This 


mixture should be cooked as a soft 
custard is cooked. 


Uo\r to Mate Dmnpli»»«. 


Sift a pint of flour with a heaping 


teaspoonful of baking powder and a 
half teaspoonful of salt 
Into this 


work two leaspoonfuls of. shortening 
nnd a cupful of cold water. Mix t<Ki 
soft paste, roll out -cut into square* 
and drop these into the boiling gravy 
of the stew. Boil for ten minute* bo- 
fore dishing. 


How to Frr Onion*. 


"When beefsteak' and onions are In 


demand for luncheon or dinner, try 
this method of coofc'tng the onions: 
Slice aud soak In mills for ten minutes 
or more; next dip the onions In flour 
nud plunge lino boillug fat for six or 
seven minutes. Remove with skimmer 
and place around the «t^at 


How to' Soft«»'SBtoen. 


To soften boots and shoes wash over 


with warm water aud then rub castor 
oil into them. This makes the boou 
toft and elastic..

EIGHT DIE IN TRAIN WRECK 


Firo Add» to Horror* of Colli»ion-Sur- 


vfvori 5afl«r from Cold. 


ROCKIfOKD, 
Deo. 16.—Eight people 1 


are known to have been killed and their 
bodies cremated in the head end collision 
on the Illinois Central railroad between 
Perryville and Irene, east of here, oarly 
yesterday morning. Upwards of a score 
of other persons were seriously or se- 
verely 
injured, some possibly 
fatally. 


More are known to be missing. Their 
remains are supposed to have been burn- 
ed in the ruin*. Some of the injured 
were probably burned alive. 


Engine to engine, running at great 


speed to make up lost time, the east 
bound passenger llyer from Dubuque col- 
lided with a west bound through freight 
train from Chicago. 
One engine explod- 


ed, scattering fire in the ruins. A min- 
ute later an oil car in the freight train 
exploded with a rush and-a roar casting 
streams of burning fluid enveloping the 
CMS of both trains, destroying them in 
short .order. The flames prevented the 
icsciie of the injured in the burning 
coaches, whose cries at first could be 
heard distinctly. 


PASSENGERS THINLY CLAD. 


Many of the 
survivors were thinly 


clad. The temperature stood at 20 de- 
grees below zero. The west wind swept 
1'kc a gale over the prairie. No protec- 
tion was afforded the injured or those 
who escaped from the fire. The wound- 
ed were placed on boards in this, and two 
hours later, when a switch engine arriv- 
ed, hurried three miles cast to Irene', 
where the first aid was afforded them. 
A wrecking train left Rockford at 1:40 
o'clock this morning, carrying a coterie 
of physicians and the railroad wrecking 
crew. This relict' train was met by the 
engine and caboose. The other survivors 
were brought into Rockford a few hours 
later. The attaches of the hospitals and 
physicians not available when the relief j

Drop in Temperature Alone Averts 


Disastrous Inundation. 


FEARFUL NIGHT ALONG 


MONONGAHELA RIVER 


Peuiisylvnniain Toil AH JfJght Long -in 


Bitter Wind to Keep Gigantic Scows 


at Moorings—Many Go Hashing 


to Their Destrnction. 


PITTSBUEG, Doc. 16.—The crest of 


the flood and the lowest point touched 
this winter by the mercury wore both 
registered at the same hour, S a. m. 
.when the Smithfield street bridge marks 
showed 25 feet 8 inches of water hi the 
Mnnongahehi' river, and the government 
thermometer indicated 5 degrees above 
zero. 


Tho rivers are now fulling here and at 


the headwaters and the temperature is 
steadily rising. Only the sudden drop 
in the temperature averted a disastrous 
inundation. As it was the lower parts 
of the point district and Duquesne way, 
ami lowland.-! along th« Monongahela riv- 
er, south side, were submerged. In Al- 
legheny the rivpr front was entirely un- 
der water .inc-luiling Pit'tsburg and West- 
ern railroad, Loeock, Robinson. Hope, 
Balkan, Walnut, Cherry, iliidison and 
River avenues. The cellars 
in 
many 


houses wJrci flooded 
and 
people were 


compelled to move.- 


For the rivermen and dwellers along 


the river banks of Pittsbuirg and Alle- 
gheny it was fearful experience. Hun- 
dreds of men toiled all night with the gi- 
gantic coal tows tied up to the landings, 
in the face of a bitterly'cold wind. The 
rains and snow of the past three days 
caused tho upper tributaries to swell. 
Warning was .sent out from the weather 
bufeau that a flood stage was possible, 
but it was not heeded, because a cold 
snap usuulty takes all the danger out of 
a liood. It failed to do so yesterday, 
and as a result the freshet will cost hun- 
dreds o| thousands of dollars, In> ware- 
houses, stores and private houses in the 
two cities. It will probably .reach $00,- 
000. Tii addition to this many mills and 
factories along both rivers were "forced 
to close down temporarily and thousands 
of men and women will be out of work. 


At all points along the rivers reports 


of damage have been received. Water 
stood 2y> feet deep in the pits of the 
American .Steel 
and 
Wire 
company's 


plant at BracUlqe.v and the floors were 
partly inundated. Qlie plant at the Mo- 
liongahela Light and Popcr company at 
Kunkin is Hooded.

About 000 feet of the newly built 


north bound track of the -Pi Its burg and 
Lake Erin, .railroad 
went 
down, Tho 


tracks.of. the Southern Traction company 
were covered with water, but tlie ears 
were not prevented from running. 


Herr's Island was partly submerged, 


but it was not necessary to remove t\i& 
cattle from the stockyards. At Shnrp's- 
burg cellars were flooded, and in many' 
houses the water was on the first floors. 


Several plants along Penii .1 venue and 


in the west end are closed today. Among 
these are the .United States Steel plant, 
Carbon Steel plant, Bailey-Brown Pud- 
id ing works, .American Steel and Wiro 
plant, Diamond Steel plant and Zug's 
Sable Iron Works, several departments 
of the Singer-Niniick plant of the Cruci- 
ble Steel company and Painter's No. 9 
tie mill.

His Mother on Head with Hatchet. 


WOUND INFLICTED AT FIRST 


THOUGHT TO BE FATAL 


Tolfson Tlieit Attempts to End' Hl« Own

This is one of the b»st cold 
creams known and is a standard for- 
mula. 


HOTT to Make 'White Frnlt Cake. 
One cup of butter beaten to a cream, 


with two cupfuls of sugar, three cup- 
fuls of flour in which two rounding 
ten spoonfuls of baking powder have 
been sifted and the stiffly beaten whites 
of six eggs. Bake in jelly cake tins, 
and when done put between the layers 
the following filling: Chop fine one- 
quarter pound each of figs, seeded 
raisins, citron, preserved ginger and 
blanched almonds and stir them into 
three whites of eggs beaten stiff, a 
teacup of powdered sugar and the juice 
of one lemon; frost with the white of 
an egg beaten with the juice of half a 
lemon and a cup of powdered sugar.

Bufton viewed (.ho displays of 


EIGHT DIE IN TRAIN WRECK 


Fire Adds to Horrors of Collision—Sur- 


vlTor* Suffer from Cold. 
: ROCKFORD, 
Dec.' 16.—Eight people 


are known to havo been killed and their 
bodies cremated in the head end collision 
on the Illinois Central railroad between 
Perryville and Irene, east of "here,-early 
yesterday morning. Upwards of: a score 
of other persons were seriously or se- 
verely 
injured, some possibly 
fatally. 


More are known to be missing, Their, 
remains are supposed to have been burn- 
ed in the ruin*. Some of the injured 
were probably burned alive. 


Engine to engine, running at great 


speed to make up lost time, the east 
bound passenger flyer from Dubuque col- 
lided with a west bound through freight 
train from Chicago. One engine explod- 
ed, scattering fire in the ruins. A min- 
ute later an oil car in the freight train 
exploded with a rush and .a roar casting 
streams of burning fluid enveloping the 
cars of both trains, destroying them in 
short .order. The flames prevented the 
icscue of the injured in the burning 
coaches, whose cries at first could be 
heard distinctly. 


PASSENGERS THINLY CLAD. 


Many of the 
survivors 
were thinly 


clad. The temperature stood at 20 de- 
grees below zero. The west wind swept 
like a gale over the prairie. No protec- 
tion was afforded the injured or those 
who escaped from the fire. The M'ound- 
ed were placed on boards in this, and two 
hours later, when a switch engine arriv- 
ed, hurried three miles east to Irene", 
where the first aid was afforded them. 
A .wrecking train left Rockford at 1:40 
o'clock this morning, carrying a coterie 
of physicians and the railroad wrecking 
crew. This relief train was met by the 
engine and caboose. The other survivors 
were brought into Rockford a few hours 
later. The attaches of the hospitals and 
physicians not available when, the relief 
train departed, were in readiness to aid 
the injured.
